Court to sell eqt. to try to make ends meet; plea

Officials from the Governor’s Office 
of Local Development (GOLD) told fis- 
cal court members at their regular meet- 
ing last week that the agency had “done 
all it could” to help magistrates resolve 
the county’s budget dilemma.

West Liberty’s Main Street will be the 
scene of a gala party this Saturday af- 
ternoon, Aug. 18, in celebration of the 
100th anniversary of Morgan County’s 
historic courthouse, one of only a few 
100-year-old courthouses still in use by 
the justice system in Kentucky.

The handsome structure, which was 
included on the National Register of 
Historic Places in 1974, was built in 
1907 to replace a previous brick struc- 
ture that occupied the same location and 
was constructed of concrete blocks 
hand-cast on the site. Its most prominent 
feature, a cupolaed clock tower, contains 
a clock made by E. Howard & Son of 
Boston, Mass., that was transported to 
Morgan County on the old O&K Rail- 
road. 

Planned is a festive occasion com- 
plete with a large birthday cake and 
punch, free hot dogs and hamburgers, 
and entertainment by Jesse Wells and the 
Clack Mountain String Band. Wells, a 
descendant of pioneer settler Edmund 
Wells, who gave land for the courthouse, 
is a professor in the Traditional Music 
Department at Morehead State Univer- 
sity. 

Will T. Scott of Pikeville, Deputy 
Chief Justice of the Kentucky Supreme 
Court, will be guest speaker. 

Special mementos of the occasion, 
made by Cat’s Meow, with a photo of 



things at every meeting, and we can’t 
afford to come to every meeting. GOLD 
has worked as much as it possibly can 
with the fiscal court.” 

Campbell also said GOLD needs a 
good faith resolution from the court to 
balance its budget either by adopting an 
occupational (payroll) tax, increasing the 
county’s insurance tax premium, cutting 
expenses or a combination of the three.

The Morgan County courthouse was 
built in 1907. A committee of three men

house. 

When the previous brick courthouse 
was torn down, the hill it stood on was 
cut down to the present level for the new 
courthouse. The cost of the building was 
not to exceed $25,000. The contractor

was Fall City Constructional Co., 
from Louisville. The building is 
built of concrete blocks, made on 
the site. The clock tower is made 
of pre-constructed metal, and it 
contains a clock made by E. 
Howard and Son, of Boston, 
Mass. The clock was transported 
to Morgan County on the O & K 
railroad to Index, and then by 
wagon to the site. Various people 
said they helped move the clock 
from the Index depot to town: 
Bruce Fairchild, Willis Hendrix, 
“Tooger” Wells and Bill Carter, 
to name a few. The original build- 
ing had a fireplace in each room 
and eight chimneys protruding 
from the roof. (The chimneys 
were removed during the 1979 
renovation.) 

In 1936, as a WPA project, the 
building was covered with stucco 
and columns by the front door re- 
moved. Over the years, repairs 
have been made on the building. 
In 1960, men working under the 
Manpower Development Train- 
ing Act repaired the courtroom. 
It was during this repair work that 
the balcony was removed from 
the courtroom. The MDTA pro- 
gram was a federal program for 
the unemployed. WPA (initials 
for Works Progress Administra- 
tion) was initiated in the 1930s 
as part of the National Recovery 
Act. It was referred to locally as 
the “We Piddle Around!” The 
MDTA program of the 1960s was 
referred to locally as the “Happy 
Pappy” program. 

In 1975, the building was con- 
demned and county offices 
moved to the old Ford garage 
building on Prestonsbrug Street. 
Through the efforts of a citizens’ 
committee called, “Save Our 
Courthouse Committee,” the 
building was saved. The building 
was placed on the National reg- 
ister of Historical Sites in 1976. 
In 1980, the building was re- 
dedicated with an almost 
$800,000 renovation. Frederick 
and Many Construction Com- 
pany was the constructor for the 
renovation. At present, the build- 
ing is leased to the Administra- 
tive Office of the Courts, houses 
the circuit clerk’s offices, district 
judge’s office and two court- 
rooms. 

Located on the courthouse 
square is the World War I monu- 
ment erected in 1927. The 
Doughboy on top of the monu- 
ment was made in Italy and cost 
$400. The Founders Monument 
was dedicated July 4, 1986. The 
VFW monument, dedicated to 
those who served in all wars, was 
erected in 1991.

eral fund revenue: one 45c Clark 
loader, one Champion grader, 
one Ford Crown Victoria, one 
1 ,000 gallon tank, one Ford back- 
hoe, one 1990 Chevrolet pickup 
truck (tan), one 1995 Chevrolet 
pickup truck (blue) and one brush 
cutter. 

Magistrates also unanimously 
approved a resolution to free up 
$50,000 in coal severance funds 
it had previously frozen includ- 
ing $25,000 for Morgan County 
ARH, $5,000 for jailer’s equip- 
ment and $5,000 apiece for four 
county fire departments. These 
funds should be available in Oc- 
tober. 

Bids were opened for 2007- 
2008 blacktopping and road 
patching from Hinkle Contract- 
ing and Standafer Builders, with 
magistrates awarding the con- 
tract to low bidder Hinkle when 
road funds become available. 

The court rejected a bid for 
gasoline from Double J 
Quickstop on Highway 519, but 



voted to purchase gas from fill- 
ing stations that offer Fleet 1 card 
services at state contract price. 
Each county department will be 
assigned to stations when partici- 
pating stations are determined. 

Visitor Bob Moore, of Rowan 
County, addressed the court 
about legal issues regarding the 
county’s maintenance of Moore

Big Issues Face Next 
Governor

Now that the unofficial cam- 
paign for governor has begun 
with the Fancy Farm Picnic last 
weekend in Graves County, the 
casual observer would be 
understandly convinced that the 
only big issue facing Kentuck- 
ians is whether casino gambling 
is a good or bad thing. 

Gov. Ernie Fletcher, seeking 
re-election in November, is con- 
vinced casinos are very bad, al- 
though at one time Fletcher 
thought it would be okay to let 
voters decide on the issue. 

Democratic challenger Steve 
Beshear, a former attorney gen- 
eral and lieutenant governor, be- 
lieves casinos would be a solid 
source of new state tax revenues 
and thus are a good thing. 
Beshear, however, did not weigh 
in on the expanded gambling is- 
sue unitl he became a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination 
last spring. 

Whoever is elected in Novem- 
ber, however, will have a lot 
more troublesome problems to 
tackle over the next four years 
than whether Kentuckians will 
play the slots at home or in Indi- 
ana. 

Here are just a few of those 
problems: 

Underfunded Retirement 
Systems for Public Employees 

Remember back in April how 
the crisis in the retirement sys- 
tems was so urgent that it had to 
be resolved before the General 
Assembly could adjourn? 

Cooler head prevailed, legis- 
lators adjourned and Fletcher 
named a task force to study ways 
of solving the funding crisis in 
time for next year’s legislative 
session. 

The whole issue has gone well 
below the Frankfort radar, but the 
next governor will have to take 
the lead in either implementing 
the task force’s recommendations 
or coming up with his own plan. 

It is going to be expensive no 
matter what solution is adopted, 
and it is also going to require 
leadership to convince existing 
government employees and 
teachers that future retirement 
benefits must not be as generous 
as present benefits. 

County Jails 

The skyrocketing costs of 
maintaining county and regional 
jails is gobbling up more and 
more county tax revenue at the 
same time county judge execu- 
tives and fiscal courts are seeing 
the cost of their own retirement 
systems rocketing even higher. 



(The same applies to city govern- 
ments.) 

County officials would like 
nothing better than for the state 
to take over the opration and ex- 
pense of county jails. That may 
be the only alternative, in fact, 
but also an expensive one for 
state government. 

So the next governor faces the 
double-edged sword of reform- 
ing public employee pensions 
that are draining counties of the 
money needed to operate their 
local jails. 

Transportation 

The collapse of the I-35W 
bridge across the Mississippi 
Rive at Minneapolis rivteted the 
nation’s attention on the deplor- 
able state of thousands of bridges 
across the country, including 
some in Kentucky. 

That may mean more money 
from Congress for bridge repair 
and replacement and almost will 
certainly bolster the argument for 
building two new Ohio River 
bridges in Louisville. 

The problem is that those 
Louisville bridges will eat up a 
large share of available state 
transportation funds for the fore- 
seeable future. And the rest of the 
state has a growing need for road 
buildng and repairs while the 
new bridges are being financed. 

Again, the next governor will 
have to find a way to meet all of 
those frequently conflicting 
transportation needs and pay the 
bill. 

Education 

Teachers (and state employ- 
ees) will expect the statutary 5 
percent pay raise next year and 
will be most unhappy with a gov- 
ernor who does not come 
through. 

Elementary and secondary 
education in Kentucky is woe- 
fully underfunded, and it will be 
impossible to meet the 2014 pro- 
ficiency goal without substantial 
increases in school funds soon. 

The state’s colleges and 
unversities have squeezed stu- 
dents (and their parents) about as 
far as they can in raising tuition 
before enrollments begin to de- 
cline. The next governor will 
have a roomful of university 
presidents with their hands out on 
inauguration day. 

This does not cover human 
resources needs, environemental 
challenges or een how to pay for 
health insurance for state em- 
ployees and schoolteachers. 

But we know for a certainty 
that casino gambling is either a 
good or a bad thing. 



Blood in short supply in state 



The Kentucky Blood Center 
in Lexington has issued a fore- 
cast for August showing a poten- 
tial and dramatic decline in the 
blood supply is imminent. 

The potential shortage is due 
to a cyclical decline in blood do- 
nations, experienced nationally 
every summer and in August par- 
ticularly. 



According to projections, the 
blood supplywill be half of the 
target supply by August 25 with- 
out a turnaround in the donation 
rate. 

The target supply for the sys- 
tem inventory is at least 3,400 
units to ensure a constant and re- 
liable flow of red blood cells to 
hospitals and clinics.

In other business, board mem- 
bers heard an update on the 
school district’s DataSeam pro- 
gram, which is a joint effort of 
the board and the University of 
Louisville and is funded through 
the state legislature. 

“The DataSeam program puts 
Apple computers in our school 
system for use during school 
hours,” Superintendent of 
Schools Joe Dan Gold said. “Af- 
ter school hours we leave the 
computers on so U of L can use 
the computers for cancer re- 
search. State Reps. John Will 
Stacy and Rocky Adkins have 
been very supportive of this pro- 
gram; it is a win-win situation for 
everyone involved.” 

The board also approved a 
food accommodation policy re- 
garding food modification for 
students with allergies, etc. 

“Some students do require 
special modification,” Gold said. 
“For instance, there is a student 
who is allergic to peanuts, so we 
will minimize exposure to pea- 
nuts. This policy establishes 
regulations about what students 
can bring to school and what 
kinds of cooking oils, etc. can be 
used.” 

Contracts with Christopher 
Allen, P.S.C., a clinical psycholo- 
gist, and Pathways were ap- 
proved to render services, as well 
as Gateway District Health De- 
partment to provide health nurses 
to the school system. 

A pay application in the 
amount of $134,517 to Frederick 
& May Lumber Co. and $87,978 
to other vendors for construction 
work at Morgan Central Elemen- 
tary School was also approved. 

Before adjournment, a pro- 
pane bid was awarded to 
Ferrellgas under the stipulation 
of a fixed rate for the complete 
school year.

Forest Service seeks 
to prevent Gorge 
rock shelter damage 

WINCHESTER - The Forest 
Service is once again stepping up 
efforts to prevent damage to frag- 
ile resources in the Red River 
Gorge. As conducted last year, 
agency officials are carrying out 
another round of “Operation 
Overhang.” The operation com- 
bines education with law enforce- 
ment to curb impacts on the cul- 
tural and biological resources 
found in cliff overhangs (i.e. rock 
shelters) of the gorge. 

The Daniel Boone National 
Forest prohibits camping and fire 
building within 100 feet from the 
base of a cliff or rock shelter. The 
same regulation also prohibits 
camping within 300 feet of any 
developed road or trail. 

“Operation Overhang is focus- 
ing on existing policies and regu- 
lations designed to prevent dam- 
age to sensitive resources associ- 
ated with cliff habitat and to for- 
est vegetation,” District Ranger 
Dave Manner said. 

During the month of June, four 
operation teams were assembled 
that consisted of law enforcement 
officers, backcountry rangers and 
volunteers. A total of 52 citations 
and 40 warnings were issued. 

Many of the violations were a 
result of camping in rock shelters, 
but citations were also issued for 
cutting live vegetation, camping 
within 300 feet of a road or trail, 
and public intoxication. 

“Our officers routinely arrest 
individuals under the influence of 
drugs or alcohol, which isn’t a 
good mix with 100-ft. clifflines,” 
said Tim Eling, recreation for- 
ester with the Daniel Boone Na- 
tional Forest. “There have been 
numerous falls from cliff in the 
gorge, with many of these attrib- 
utable to alcohol or drugs.” 

Many of the rock shelters in 
the Red River Gorge contain 
valuable evidence of historic and 
prehistoric people that once 
thrived in this unique area. Dis- 
turbance from fire building, dig- 
ging, and repeated foot ravel can 
destroy the cultural remains. For 
archaeologists, these remains pro- 
vide significant information and 
links to the past.

First, by law, employers must 
withhold from a worker’s pay- 
check Social Security taxes at the 
rate of 6.2 percent of gross pay. 
(In addition, a Medicare payroll 
tax of 1.45 percent of pay must 
also be withheld.) While usually 
referred to on an employee’s pay- 
roll statement as “Social Security 
taxes,” sometimes the deduction 
is labeled as “FICA taxes,” which 
stands for Federal insurance Con- 
tributions Act, a reference to the 
original Social Security Act. In- 
terestingly, for many younger 
workers, the Social Security taxes 
withheld may actually be more 
than is being paid in state or fed- 
eral income tax. It is therefore 
important to understand how that 
money is used. By paying Social 
Security taxes now, they are pro- 
viding for their financial future. 

The taxes they pay now trans- 
late to a lifetime of protection, 
whether they retire or become 
disabled. And in the event that 
they die, their family (or future 
family) may be able to receive 
survivors benefits based on their 
work as well. And today they 
probably have family members - 
grandparents, for example - who 
are already enjoying Social Se- 
curity benefits which their Social 
Security taxes help provide. 

Because they are a long way 
from retirement, they may have 
a tough time appreciating the 
value of benefit payments that 
could be some 50 years distant. 
But they should also know that 
the Social Security taxes they are 
paying can provide valuable dis- 
ability benefits. Studies do show 
that a 20-year-old has about a 
three in 10 chance of becoming 
disabled sometime before reach- 



tected. And if they ask more ques- 
tions than you can answer, just 
tell them that the next time they 
are surfing the web, they should 
stop by our webpage at 
www.socialsecurity.gov.

Finally, if you have the oppor- 
tunity to talk to any new workers 
about their job and Social Secu- 
rity, remind them that if an em- 
ployer offers to bend the rules and 
pay them “under the table,” they 
should refuse. While the em- 
ployee may see a few more dol- 
lars in his or her pay, the em- 
ployee would not earn Social Se- 
curity credits under this illegal 
arrangement. 

Also remind new workers that 
they probably should not be car- 
rying their Social Security card 
around with them.

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Tips to safely can and freeze fresh 
garden fruits and vegetables 



Many people would like to 
preserve fresh fruits and veg- 
etables from their own gardens or 
from local farmers’ markets to 
savor when the items are not in 
season. To preserve produce 
safely, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture provide time-proven 
canning and freezing procedures. 

Blanch vegetables before 
freezing them. Blanching is the 
process of heating or scalding 
vegetables in boiling water or 
steam for a short time. This slows 
or stops the enzymatic action that 
reduces flavor, color and texture. 
It also removes dirt and organ- 



isms from vegetable surfaces, 
helps retard vitamin loss and wilts 
or softens vegetables, making 
them easier to pack in freezer 
containers. 

Use a wire blanching basket 
and covered saucepan or a wire 
basket in a large kettle with a fit- 
ted lid. Use one gallon of vigor- 
ously boiling water per pound of 
prepared vegetables. After putting 
vegetables into the basket, lower 
it into the container and begin 
blanching anytime as soon as the 
water returns to a boil, usually 
within one minute. If it takes 
longer to return to a boil, you are 



using too much vegetable for that 
amount of water. Be sure to keep 
heat high for the total blanching 
time. 

Quickly and thoroughly cool 
vegetables to stop the cooking 
process. Otherwise, they will be 
overcooked and lose flavor, color, 
vitamins and minerals. Inad- 
equate draining before freezing, 
slow freezing or temperature fluc- 
tuations above zero degrees Fahr- 
enheit might cause this. It can also 
affect a frozen vegetable’s texture 
and appearance. 

Frozen food is only as good as 
the quality of fresh food. So 



choose high-quality projects at 
optimum maturity and freshness. 
Although freezing does not kill 
all bacteria, yeasts and molds in 
food, it does keep them from rap- 
idly multiplying when the food 
remains at zero degrees F or less. 
However, surviving organisms 
can multiply when the food is 
thawed. 

When canning foods, wash 
and blanch them before filling 
jars. Do not overpack jars as this 
can cause inadequate processing 
and result in unsafe food. Nearly 
all fresh vegetables must be pro- 
cessed in a pressure canner for the 
required USDA processing time. 
Pickled foods, such as acidified 
tomatoes and pickles, can be 
safely processed without pressure 
in a boiling water bath. 

It is very important to allow 
steam to escape for 10 minutes 



before closing the valve or put- 
ting the weight on the vent of the 
pressure canner. This allows the 
inside temperature to correspond 
to that of the pressure gauge. 

If you discover an unsealed jar 
within 24 hours, the food can 
safely be re-canned. Remove the 
lid and check the jar sealing sur- 
face for tiny nicks. Change the jar 
if needed and add a new, treated, 
lid, then reprocess using the same 
original processing time. 

Properly canned food will re- 
tain optimum eating quality for 
at least one year when stored in a 
cool, dry place. Canned food 
might lose some quality in a few 
weeks or months if stored in a 
warm place (near hot pipes, a fur- 
nace or in direct sunlight), de- 
pending on the temperature. 
Dampness might corrode cans or 
metal lids, causing leakage and 



food spoilage.

Governor orders 
immediate steps to 
ensure bridge safety 

FRANKFORT, Ky. - Follow- 
ing Governor Ernie Fletcher’s 
directive, the Kentucky Transpor- 
tation Cabinet (KYTC) is taking 
immediate steps to ensure the 
safety and structural integrity of 
Kentucky bridges. The Governor 
issued the mandate to the KYTC 
following the tragic bridge col- 
lapse in Minneapolis on Wednes- 
day of last week.. 

Thorough reviews and addi- 
tional safety inspections of the 
state’s aging bridges are key ele- 
ments of the cabinet’s commit- 
ment to meet and exceed bridge 
safety standards. 

“I am announcing today that 
I have directed the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet to take all 
steps necessary to ensure that our 
bridges are safe,” said Governor 
Fletcher. 

“Governor Fletcher has di- 
rected us to take the additional 
steps we feel are necessary to 
ensure safety, and that’s what we 
will do,” said KYTC Secretary 
Bill Nighbert. “These proactive 
measures are designed to give us 
further assurance of the safety of 
bridges across the state.” 

The cabinet will analyze and 
review the most recent inspection 
reports for all of Kentucky’s 
long-span bridges that are over 
500 feet long and are rated as 
structurally deficient. The same 
bridges also will get an addi- 
tional, unscheduled inspection. 

KYTC staff has begun review- 
ing inspection reports. Inspection 
dates for the bridges are being 
scheduled. 

KYTC officials also will con- 
duct an analysis of construction 
projects currently being per- 
formed on bridges. This review 
will maximize safety for the driv- 
ing public and construction 
crews. 

“Our first priority is public 
safety,” said Commissioner Marc 
D. Williams, of the KYTC’s De- 
partment of Highways. “Our in- 
spection methods and standards 
are already beyond the general 
requirements. However, at the 
direction of the Governor, we are 
proactively increasing the rigor 
with which we approach these 
issues. We want to reassure the 
public that they are safe on Ken- 
tucky bridges.”

There is, for ex- 
ample, “A Special Guide for Se- 
niors and Families” from the 
FDIC; “Top 10 Ways to Prepare 
For Retirement” from the Depart- 
ment of Labor; “Tax Information 
for Retirement Plan Participants” 
from the IRS; and several links 
to Social Security sites, including 
Social Security retirement benefit 
calculators, special guides for 
women and retirement planners. 

So if you are concerned about 
being able to afford retirement, 
just remember that knowledge is 
power. Get valuable information 
from Social Security at 
www.socialsecurity.gov, or from 
the federal website for financial 
literacy at www.mymoney.gov.

The Morgan County Chamber 
of Commerce at its regular meet- 
ing last week hosted Kentucky 
League of Cities Executive Direc- 
tor/CEO Sylvia Lovely, who em- 
phasized several elements of ef- 
fective community building. 

Lovely, whose parents are 
Morgan County natives, was born 
in Frenchburg and graduated 
from Morehead State University 
in 1973. She has served two six- 
year terms on the school’s board 
of regents. 

These Eastern Kentucky roots 
inspired Lovely to establish a 
community building organization 
called the NewCities Institute in 
2001 following a visit to Morgan 
County with her parents earlier 
that year. 

“I love to help small towns re- 
alize their potential,” Lovely said. 
“Advocacy is a necessary ele- 
ment that must go into building 
the cities of the future. Though 
that must begin at home, I want 
to show people they can connect 
with other communities to build 
better a better region, state, na- 
tion and world.” 

Lovely said the NewCities In- 
stitute utilizes the tenets of per- 
spective, people, place and pros- 
perity through strategic partner- 
ships across the United States and 
Europe to meet that challenge. 

“Being prepared for change is 
especially important,” Lovely 
said. “That is why we must have 
a good perspective on where we 
stand in the world. People are 
Kentucky’s new resource, and we 
need to provide opportunity for 
our best and brightest to come 
home. 

“Place is this area’s ace in the 
hole and we need to capitalize on 
its natural beauty and uniqueness.

It can be difficult to create pros- 
perity here, but there is a lot of 
native talent in Kentucky that ev- 
eryone can benefit from.” 

Lovely said she hopes Ken- 
tucky will be a prime benefactor 
for current and future generations. 

“My father went to Dayton, 
Ohio, to work in a factory when I 
was growing up and lost his job,” 
Lovely said. “Kentucky failed my 
parents. Are we going to let the 
state fail another generation of 
Kentuckians? We can still reclaim 
this area through strategic plan- 
ning because this town is worth 
it.” 

Lovely currently serves on 
several national boards and com- 
mittees, and has been featured on 
CNN and CNBC, with her com- 
mentaries appearing in major 
market newspapers and National 
Public Radio. She has received 
numerous awards including the 
2006 Vic Hellard award, 
Kentucky’s highest award for 
public service.
